Although the wind 
rustled nearby trees, the flag, which had been thoughtfully lowered, refused to wave and draped around the 
flag pole like a shroud. 


In Memoriam 


Teachers and students of Herndon High were greatly saddened this year by the death of Miss Luray Lewis, a 
member of the faculty and head of the Commercial Department for many years, 


She will long be remembered as one who was understanding, always willing to give freely of her time and 
efforts, and sincerely interested in the progress and welfare of all of her students, Her devotion to duty, loyalty 
to her friends, and dignity of manner will remain an inspiration to all who knew her.
